Patrick Crosson, of Axiom 
Entertainment and project developer 


theme park, sent an update to 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) regarding financ- 
ing for the project. 

Crosson said that developers had 
two letters of understanding for 
financing for the project. 
Developers, however, were still pur- 


_ Suing a firm commitment letter from 


financial backers. 
“At this time, we don’t have a 
hard date that we can provide (the 


Department of Natural Resources,” 
Crosson said. 

- Crosson requested until Aug. 5, a 
six: month extension beyond his 
Thursday, Feb. 5, deadline, to obtain 
the proper commitments. 

In a response, David E, Freed, 
chief of land and facilities for the 
DNR, noted that the deadline was 
established six month ago to allow 
developers additional time to obtain 
financing and to establish an open, 


ject and land purchase request. 

“The Department feels that the 
timeframes that were established 
and agreed to by all parties have 
been adequate to bring this proposal 
to a decision point,’ Freed said. 
“Therefore, we are not interested in 
an additional six-month extension, 
and will consider the matter closed 
as of Feb. 5, 2009.”

Grayling musher Tim Riley pulled out of 
the rookie class for the 2009 Iditarod race 
in Alaska due to a tight budget, but that has 
offered Crawford County residents and vis- 
itors the opportunity to take tours behind 
his four-legged friends. 

Riley, and his wife Michelle, operate 
Dream Catcher Kennels, a small dogsled 
kennel located at 2107 Wakeley Bridge 
Road where they raise and train Siberian 
huskies. The couple began raising, training 
and racing the dogs after moving to the 
Grayling area three years ago. 

Tim Riley had entered the 2009 Iditarod, 
a renowned two-week dogsled race held in 
Alaska known for traveling over 1,161 
miles of rugged and rigorous terrain and 
exposing mushers and dogsled teams to 
extreme weather conditions. The Iditarod, 
known as the “Last Great Race on Earth, 
will have, its ceremonial start on March 7, 
followed by mushers and dogsled teams 
hitting the trails on March 8. 

Riley worked as a biologist for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in Gaylord, trap- 
ping coyotes to determine if they were 
spreading tuberculosis. Funding for his job 
ended on October 31, due to federal budget 
cuts, 

Shortly after his job ended, Michelle and 
Tim began working and training dogs at 
Nature's Kennel Sled Dog Racing 
Adventures, which is based in McMillan in 
the Upper Peninsula and is owned by Tasha 
and Ed Stielsira. Ed Stielstra has compet- 
ed in the Iditarod four times. Riley was 
going to race a team of Stielstra’s dogs in

Freed said that DNR 
Director Rebecca 
Humphries would make 


some comments on the pro- 


ject proposal at the Natural 


Resources Commission’s 
Feb. 5 meeting. He said no 
other action would be taken 
on the land deal. 

“Our position is we’re 
done as of next Thursday,” 
Freed said. . 

Susan Haddad, the owner 
of a Rochester based public 
relations firm representing 
Mainstreet America Inc.,, 
said the nation’s economic 
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woes were the main reasons 
for the delay in getting: the 
financial backing for the 
theme park. 

“Although there is. still 
interest in developing a 
theme park in Michigan, 
investors are obviously 
guarded given the nation’s 
economic: environment,” 
Haddad said. 

The $160 million theme 
park was proposed to be 
developed on 1,540 acres of 
Jand located north of Four 
Mile Road and east of I-75 
in Grayling Charter 
Township. 

Freed ‘acknowledged that 
the DNR still has memoran- 
dums of understanding with 
Grayling Charter Township 
and the Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership to push’the huge 
chunk of state owned land 
for economic development. 

Freed said those agree- 
ments- would not preclude 
Axiom Entertainment from 
coming back to the DNR at 
a later date with all their 
dollars in hand for the fami- 
ly entertainment attraction. 

“Pm not going to specu- 
late on what we will do at 
that point, and it does not 
mean we'll be bound by the 
same conditions,” Freed 
said, 

Freed also said a member 
of the Michigan Legislature 
could also write legislation 
to convey the land for the 
theme park, but such a pro- 
vision would have to ‘get 
approval from a majority of 
state lawmakers. 

Rep. Matt Gillard, D- 
Alpena, whose six years in 
the Michigan House of 
Representatives ended on 
Dec. 31, and Rep. Dale 
Sheltrown, D-West Branch, 
had talked about spearhead- 
ing such legislation to sell 
the land late last year. 

“That happens, but very 
rarely,” Freed said.

Kate Studor said bie feels 
that developers took on too 
much too fast as the world- 
wide economy went into a 
down slump. 

“We need help in the 
economy, but I think having 
an aircraft carrier in the 
middle of nowhere was just 
going overboard,” she said. 
“The economy is bad, and I 
don’t think a tot of families 
can afford to go to a theme 
park very often.

“They might pick the 
wrong plan ... and feel that 
they’re stuck,” Skrowronek 
said. 

There are currently five 
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MMAP vsinntcers serving 
Crawford County, Last year, 
these local volunteers logged 
130 cumulative hours assist- 
ing 77 beneficiaries with 
medical benefits. 

Although volunteer work 
often involves making a sim- 
ple phone call, in some cases 
they might work ata case for 
weeks, 

“Some.(cases) are difficult 
issues,” Snyder said. 

Snyder said that MMAP 
volunteers do the difficult 
work simply because they 
want a chance to make a dif- 
ference. 


“It gives them such a sense.

help people,” she said.

WITH SO MANY units of gov- 
emmment counting on a boost from 
the federal stimulus package, it’s a 
good bet some are going to be dis- 
appointed. 

As described in the national 
press, the Obama package will go 
for programs to help people in 
immediate need, for job creation, 
and for tax cuts. 

Together, these are expected to 
cure immediate crises of care, and 
to get our economy rolling again, 
but will it work? 

How far will $820 billion reach? 
How much of it will go to unde- 
serving programs?

How much of it will establish new 
programs at one,or another gov- 
ermment level that then must be 
maintained, even after the stimulus 
dollars are gone?

PERHAPS IT’S the curmud- 
geon in me, but I remember that 
not many months ago, in the heat 
of the 2008 presidential campaign, 
former President Bush and his 
advisors pushed forth another eco- 
nomic stimulus plan which started 
out as a three-page idea. 

The Bush plan also carried a 


‘price tag of more than $800 bil- 


lion, and Congress rushed through 
its adoption with extraordinary 
speed. Both candidates for presi- 
dent voted for it. We were told if 
this plan was not adopted right 
now, the country would retum to 
the depression of the 1930s, only

To the editor: 

The DNRclaims_ that 
wolves do not have a signif- 
impact on deer. 
However, compelling anec- 
dotal evidence flies in the 
face of that assurance. Even 
if they are not killing deer 
during hunting seasons, 


they keep them skittish and | 


moving around. If you 
hunt in areas affected by 
this activity, it can ruin your 
hunting experience. 

DNR biologists report 
that deer make up 58 per- 
cent of a wolf’s diet, we 
have about 520 wolves and 
that each wolf consumes 18 
deer per year. That is a min- 
imum of 9,360 deer, which 
is probably a low estimate. 
They don’t count the ani- 
mals that are killed but not 
eaten, 

In a recent news article, 
Brian Roel], DNR Wolf 
Coordinator, was quoted, 
“taking wolves off the 
endangered species list 
allows wolves to be man- 
aged by states and tribes, 
including using lethal 
means to control a limited 


number of problem wolves 
..” However, just dealing 


‘with problem wolves is not 
Management. They need to

For 
example, the wolf manage- 
ment plan is based on rec- 
ommended guiding princi- 
ples developed by the Wolf 
Roundtable. Those recom-, 
mendations do not allow for 
recreational hunting and 
trapping, which is the only 
practical and cost effective 
way to manage game and 
furbearing animals. If this 
is the future of wildlife 
management, why does the 
DNR need biologists? 
Bringing in large preda- 
tors we didn’t need and 
politically correct wildlife 
management were dreamed 
up by the deep thinkers in 
Lansing. No wonder we 
have so many problems 
with this agency.

Recreation fees increased 


For the first time in over a 
decade, recreation fees were 
raised on the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 
Effective Jan. 1, 2009, fee 
hikes occurred at 66 sites 
and fees were eliminated at 
three others. Recreation 
fees are collected for use of 
Forest Service + camp- 
grounds, ‘picnic sites, boat 
access sites and trailheads. 
Annual recreation passes 
now cost $30, or two for 
$45 per household, Weekly 
passes increased to $15,and 
daily passes increased to $5. 

Campsite fees range from 
$10 to $15 per night, 
according to site-specific 
developments and ameni- 
ties. Each campsite fee cov- 
ers two vehicles, eight peo- 
ple and two sleeping units. 
Group camping fees range 
from $40 to $100 per night, 
depending on group size.

mitted at 102 individually 
designated single-family 
campsites along a 55-mile 
stretch of shoreline and 
bluffs within Alcona and 
Tosco Counties.

Recreation fees inerenead 


For the first time in over a 
decade, recreation fees were 
raised on the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests, 


‘Effective Jan. 1, 2009, fee 


hikes occurred at 66 sites 
and fees were eliminated at 
three others. Recreation 
fees are collected for use of 
Forest Service + camp- 
grounds, ‘picnic sites, boat 
access sites and trailheads, 
Annual recreation passes 
now cost $30; or two for 
$45 per household. Weekly 
passes increased to $15,and 
daily passes increased to $5. 
Campsite fees range from 
$10 to $15 per night, 
according to site-specific 
developments and ameni- 
ties. Each campsite fee cov- 
ers two vehicles, eight peo- 
ple and two sleeping units. 
Group camping fees range 
from $40 to $100 per night, 
depending on group size. 
Within the AuSable River 
Corridor, camping is per- 
mitted at 102 individually 
designated single-family 
campsites along a 55-mile 
stretch of shoreline and 
bluffs within Alcona and 
Iosco Counties. Camping

Michigan holds promise for energy future

More than 3,000 feet 
below ground in Gaylord, 
scientists hope to find sotu- 
tions to America’s energy 
dilemma. 

Last’ year they injected 


~ 10,000 metric tons of car- 


bon dioxide (CO2) into an 
underground geological 
feature called a saline for- 
mation to see if it will stay 
there forever, out of the 
alnosphere where it con- 
tributes to global warming. 

It’s the largest CO2 injec- 
tion by that method in the 
Midwest and will serve as a 
basis for similar projects, 
said Lynn Brickett, project 
manager for the National 
Energy Technology 
Laboratory, a branch of the 
Department of Energy 
(DOE) in Pittsburgh. 

The method has implica- 
tions for other Michigan 


projects, including § a 
planned coal plant in 
Holland. 


‘Initial results are promis- 
ing, Brickett said, and the 
DOE wants to inject anoth- 
er 50,000 tons. 

“So far there is no CO2 at 
the surface. It?s moving 
throughout the reservoir 
consistent with what our 
models predicted,’ she 
said. “That’s terrific.” 

The biggest concern 
with capturing CO2 is that 
it might escape under- 
ground and reach the sur- 
face, where in large quanti- 
ties it could pose a health 
risk to humans, Brickett 
said.

“Cautiously, we’re look- 
ing al about 40 billion tons 
worth of capacity. If we can 
get 100 million tons per 
year undergrounc, that’s 
400 years’ worth of stor- 
age,” said David Barnes, a 
geologist at Western 
Michigan University and 
contributor to the DOE’s 
studies in Gaylord. 

“That's a lot. Certainly 
Michigan is unique for the 
Midwest region.” 

Michigan is part of the 
Midwest Regional Carbon 
Sequestration Partnership, 
a consortium of businesses, 
public agencies and univer- 
sities that tests carbon cap- 
ture in the region 

Federal funding for the 
Midwest has topped $100 
million in the past five 
years, and last November 
the consortium received a 
$61 million grant for fur- 
ther carbon capture explo- 
ration. 

West Michigan in partic- 
ular has geological forma- 
tions crucial for capturing 
carbon, according to 
Barnes. 

Carbon capture’ and stor- 


-age takes advantage of 


underground depositories 
like oil and gas reservoirs, 
coal seams and empty 
saline reservoirs that once 
stored, crude oil, natural 
gas, brine and CO2 over 
millions of years. 

Beyond slowing climate 
change, pumping CQO2 
underground can have other 
fringe benefits, experts say.

Most environmentalists 
call coal an outdated ener- 


-gy source and argue that the 


nation must turn its atten- 
tion to alternative fuels 
instead. 

“Unless we change direc- 
tion now and end the coal 
rush, Michigan will stand 
alone while the rest of the 
nation moves away from 
coal, creates renewable 
energy jobs and joins the 
fight against global warm- 
ing,” said Cyndi Roper, 
executive director of the 
state chapter of Clean 
Water Action. 

Other environmentalists 
worry that if large amounts 
of CO2 were to spread 
through groundwater or 
reach the surface, the busi- 
nesses responsible would- 
n’t be liable under current 
regulations. 

“Companies who would 
like to employ this technol- 
ogy would not take on this 
liability,” said Tremaine 
Phillips, energy program 
associate for the Michigan 
Environmental Council. 
“We're opposed to that. 


Someone has to keep an_ 


eye on the sites.” 
But whatever the risks Of 
carbon under- 


stay on the table in decid- 


ing the_ state’s energy 
future, according to 
Phillips. 


“We'd like to say ‘Iet’s 
move policies away from 


‘coal all together,’ 


he. said, 


but we 
also know carbon capture 
has to be a part of the solu- 
tion if it works,” he said. 
Barnes, of . Western 
Michigan University, 
agreed. that while alterna- 
tive energy is important for 
America’s ‘future, coal- 
powered energy can’t be - 
simply abandoned. 
“Carbon capture gives us 
some confidence in a 
smooth transition into.alter- 
native fuels,” he said, call- 
ing it unfeasible to get rid 
of coal all at once. 
Constructing coal plants 
or retrofitting old ones so 
they can capture carbon 
dioxide will prove expen- 
sive, a price that may be 
passed on to consumers. 
But that might be a cold, 
hard truth of the future, 
across all types of energy, 
said Jeff Holyfield, director 
of news and information for. 


Consumers Energy in 
Jackson. 
“The simple fact is, 


whatever system is derived 
or policy is put in place to 
deal with CO2, customers 
will bear the cost in the 
end,” he said. “Our first pri- 
ority is to provide a reliable 
supply of energy at an 
affordable price.” 

President Barack Obama 
has shown support for car-

coal in America’s energy 
future.

“We'll invest in 
technology that will allow 
us to use more ‘coal,

the Iditarod, with hopes of 
having a couple of his own 
dogs join the team. 

After a couple of months 
at the kennel, the couple 
was not bringing in enough 
money, due to a lack of 
tourism, and became aware 
of some unforeseen expens- 
es for the Iditarod. 

“Up there, you're six to 
eight hours away from 
everything and it’s hard to 
run a business,” Riley said.
